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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

During  1983  a  number  of  personnel  changes  occurred.  The  saddest  of  these 
happened  with  the  death  of  the  Tax  Collector,  Mrs.  Marian  Houston.  Even  though 
her  sickness  was  a  long  and  arduous  one,  her  death  was  a  shock  to  all  of  us. 
Fortunately,  through  her  foresight,  Mrs.  Phyllis  Hewey,  who  had  worked  with 
Marian,  was  hired  as  Tax  Collector.  In  the  PoUce  Department  the  temporary 
Clerk,  Mrs.  Carol  York,  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Pamela  Genest  and  Gary  Davis 
was  employed  as  Patrobnan.  Mr.  Davis  came  to  us  with  eight  years  experience. 
Finally,  Mrs.  Virginia  Deragon  resigned  as  Administrative  Assistant  to  the 
Selectmen  to  begin  her  own  business  of  contracted  services.  Mrs.  Deragon  was 
replaced  by  Mrs.  Sherlene  Fisher. 

Because  of  the  personnel  changes  some  difference  in  the  services  have  oc- 
curred. The  official  Tax  Collector's  hours  have  been  increased  to  eight  hours  per 
week  during  the  year  and  she  still  maintains  increased  hours  during  property  tax 
time  and  by  appointment  hours.  The  office  hours  of  the  Selectmen  have  been 
decreased  by,  essentially,  two  days.  It  is  our  intention  to  employ  another  part- 
time  secretary  to  maintain  office  hours  part  of  Thursdays  and  Fridays.  We 
realize  that  the  diminished  hours  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  has  caused  some 
wrinkles  in  the  service  but  the  money  budgeted  was  used  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  vital  items  such  as  all  the  tax  warrants,  computer  work,  property  assess- 
ment, etc.  which  were  contracted  out  to  Deragon  Associates.  When  we  hire 
another  part-time  secretary,  the  level  of  personal  services  should  revert  to  its 
prior  level. 

The  1983  road  and  bridge  work  conducted  by  the  State  Highway  Department 
has  caused  some  temporary  dislocations  particularly  in  the  southern  portion  of 
the  town.  The  increased  use  of  Eel  and  Tremont  Streets  occasioned  by  the 
closing  of  the  Penacook  bridge  has  caused  some  concerns  for  the  safety  of  those 
using  the  streets  and  the  maintenance  of  the  streets.  To  date ,  every  thing  appears 
to  be  running  relatively  smooth.  The  improvements  to  the  traffic  flow  just  south 
of  the  Crete  Farm,  although  originally  intended  to  be  temporary,  wUl  be  per- 
manent. To  make  this  area  permanent,  additional  widening  and  resurfacing  will 
have  to  be  done.  We  expect  this  to  be  completed  in  1984. 

The  budget  for  1 984  shows  an  overall  decrease  in  approximately  8%  including 
all  the  special  warrant  articles.  This  decrease  does  not  include  any  Revenue 
Sharing  funds  we  might  receive  since  no  one  seems  to  know  how  much  we  will 
receive  or  when.  We  won't  lose  any  funds  if  there  are  some  forthcoming,  we  will 
just  have  to  delay  the  spending  of  them  until  1985.  In  preparing  this  budget 
there  was  a  fundamental  change  in  thinking  pertaining  to  salaries.  Throughout 
the  years  such  vital  services  as  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Ballot  Clerks,  Book- 
keeper, Moderator,  Firemen  and  Checklist  Supervisors  have  been  forgotten  when 
it  came  to  remuneration.  The  1984  budget  registers  increases  for  all  these 
people.  At  first  glance  some  of  these  percentage  increases  appear  astronomical 
but  we  must  remember  when  the  base  is  minimal  to  begin  with  any  meaningful 
raise  will  seem  high.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  Town  Clerk,  for  instance,  is  worth 
nine  hundred  doUars  a  year  of  our  money  in  addition  to  the  fees  the  state  awards 
her.  We  feel  the  same  about  all  those  who  received  increases. 

We  call  your  attention  to  three  of  the  special  articles  in  the  warrant  for  1984. 
During  the  years,  the  Highway  Department  has  done  a  truly  remarkable  job  in 
maintaining  the  streets  of  the  town.  The  time  has  come  when  it  needs  a  new 
Sander  to  continue  its  superlative  work.  The  old  sander  is  old  and  going  fast.  It 
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will  be  retained  as  a  back-up  in  case  of  emergency.  The  article  dealing  with  solid 
waste  removal  deserves  your  attention.  This  article  does  not  commit  us  to  any- 
thing. It  is,  however,  another  option  we  should  pursue  in  the  very  serious  prob- 
lem of  waste  removal.  An  affirmative  vote  on  this  article  merely  allows  us  to 
talk  about  our  possible  involvement  with  the  City  of  Concord  and  its  planned 
solid  waste  removal  system.  Finally  there  is  an  article  in  the  warrant  requesting 
$20,000.00  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  a  town  office  building.  We 
have  reached  the  point  where  the  required  services  and  the  desired  services 
demand  a  more  businesslike  approach.  We  should  have  an  adequate  office  build- 
ing to  accommodate  the  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Selectmen,  Zoning  and 
Planning  Boards,  the  Treasurer  and  any  others.  There  are  benefits  to  establish- 
ing a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  this  item.  One  is  the  lack  of  pressure  on  a  par- 
ticular year's  tax  rate;  two  is  the  interest  realized  by  investing  the  fund;  three 
is  the  time  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  allows  to  research  the  best  possible  plan,  and; 
four,  in  a  bad  year,  the  article  can  be  skipped.  We  feel  it  is  more  prudent  to 
request  a  little  each  year  for  three  to  four  years  than  to  do  it  all  at  once. 

We  wish  to  remind  every  one ,  especially  the  newer  ones,  that  there  is  a  Zoning 
Ordinance  in  town  that  covers  the  entire  town.  If  you  are  considering  an  addi- 
tion or  a  change  in  bulk  to  your  property  it  would  be  wise  to  contact  the  Zoning 
Officer  or  the  Selectmen  to  determine  its  legality  according  to  our  ordinance. 
Also,  we  are  always  looking  for  Ballot  Clerks  to  work  the  entire  day  of  an  elec- 
tion. If  anyone  is  interested,  please  contact  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

The  Selectmen  feel  that,  despite  the  changes  in  personnel  and  the  continuing 
problems  of  past  years,  1983  was  a  good  one  for  the  residents  of  Boscawen.  We 
have  received  many  fine  comments  about  all  our  departments.  We  anticipate  that 
1984  will  continue  the  positive  steps  toward  improving  and  maintaining  our  town.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  fmancial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Bos- 
cawen, New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1982,  as 
listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  fmancial  statements  referred  to  above 
do  not  include  fmancial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  account- 
ing principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above  para- 
graph, the  combined  fmancial  statements  and  the  combining,  individual  fund 
and  account  group  fmancial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31, 
1982,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  fmancial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining,  individual 
fund  and  account  group  fmancial  statements.  The  accompanying  financial  infor- 
mation listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for 
purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined 
fmancial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen,  New  Hampshire.  The  informa- 
tion has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of 
the  combined,  combining,  individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements 
and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  com- 
bined financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

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NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
December  31, 1982 

NOTE  1  -  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies  employed 
in  the  preparation  of  these  financial  statements. 

A.  Fund  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds  or 
account  groups,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  accounting 
entity.  The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a  separate 
set  of  self -balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund 
equity,  revenues,  and  expenditures,  as  appropriate.  Government  re- 
sources are  allocated  to  and  accounted  for  in  individual  funds  based 
upon  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  to  be  spent  and  the  means  by 
which  spending  activities  are  controlled.  The  various  funds  are  grouped 
by  type  in  the  financial  statements.  The  foUowing  fund  types  and 
account  groups  are  used  by  the  Tovm, 

GOVERNMENTAL  FUNDS 

General  Fund  —  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the 
Town.  AH  general  tax  revenues  and  other  receipts  that  are  not  allocated 
by  law  or  contractual  agreement  to  another  fund  are  accounted  for  in 
this  fund.  From  the  fund  are  paid  the  general  operating  expenditures, 
the  fixed  charges,  and  the  capital  improvement  costs  that  are  not  paid 
through  other  funds. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  —  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account 
for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable 
trust  or  major  capital  projects)  requiring  separate  accounting  because  of 
legal  or  regulatory  provisions  or  administrative  action.  Included  in  this 
fund  type  are  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  and  Library  funds. 

FIDUCIARY  FUNDS 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  —  Trust  and  Agency  Funds  are  used  to  account 
for  the  assets  held  in  trust  or  as  an  agent  by  the  Town  for  others. 

B.  Account  Groups  (Fixed  Assets  and  Long-Term  Liabilities) 

All  governmental  funds  and  expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted  for 
on  a  spending  or  "financial  flow"  measurement  focus.  This  means  that 
only  current  assets  and  current  liabilities  are  generally  included  on  their 
balance  sheets.  Their  reported  fund  balance  (net  current  assets)  is  con- 
sidered a  measure  of  "available  spendable  resources."  Governmental  fund 
operating  statements  present  increases  (revenues  and  other  financing 
sources)  and  decreases  (expenditures  and  other  uses)  in  net  current 
assets.  Accordingly,  they  are  said  to  present  a  summary  of  sources  and 
uses  of  available  spendable  resources  during  a  period. 
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General  fixed  assets  have  been  acquired  for  general  governmental  pur- 
poses and  have  been  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  fund  making  the 
expenditure.  These  expenditures  are  required  to  be  capitalized  at  his- 
torical cost  in  a  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts  for  accounta- 
bility purposes.  In  accordance  with  the  practices  followed  by  other 
municipal  entities  in  the  State,  the  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record 
of  its  general  fixed  assets  and  accordingly,  a  statement  of  general  fixed 
assets,  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  in- 
cluded in  this  financial  report. 

Long-term  Habilities  expected  to  be  financed  from  governmental  funds 
are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group.  This 
account  group  is  not  a  fund.  It  is  concerned  only  with  the  measurement 
of  financial  position  and  not  results  of  operations.  Since  they  do  not 
affect  net  current  assets,  such  long-term  liabilities  are  not  recognized  as 
governmental  fund  type  liabilities.  They  are  instead  reported  as  liabilities 
in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group. 

C.  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  General,  Special  Revenue  and  Expendable  Trust 
Funds  are  maintained  and  reported  on  the  modified  accrual  basis  of 
accounting.  Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  sources  of 
financial  resources  and  assets  are  recognized  when  measurable  and  avail- 
able to  finance  operations  during  the  year.  Uses  of  financial  resources 
and  liabilities  are  recognized  when  obUgations  are  incurred  from  recipt 
of  goods  and  services,  when  assessments  are  made  by  the  State  or  in  the 
case  of  judgments  and  claims  against  the  Town,  when  there  is  a  proba- 
bility that  such  judgments  and  claims  will  result  in  liabilities,  the 
amounts  of  which  can  be  reasonably  estimated.  Exceptions  to  this 
general  rule  include:  1)  accumulated  unpaid  vacation  and  sick  pay,  and 
2)  principal  and  interest  on  general  long-term  debt  which  is  recognized 
when  due.  All  Nonexpendable  Trust  and  Agency  funds  are  accounted 
for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 

D.  Budgetary  Accounting 

General  governmental  revenues  and  expenditures  accounted  for  in 
budgetary  funds  are  controlled  by  a  formal  integrated  budgetary 
accounting  system  in  accordance  with  various  legal  requirements  which 
govern  the  Town's  operations.  The  Town  budget  represents  depart- 
mental appropriations  as  authorized  by  annual  or  special  town  meetings. 
The  Selectmen  may  transfer  funds  between  operating  categories  as  they 
deem  necessary.  State  Statutes  require  balanced  budgets  but  provide 
for  the  use  of  begirming  fund  balance  to  achieve  that  end.  In  1982, 
beginning  fund  balance  was  appUed  as  follows:

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E.  Investments 

Investments  in  all  instances  are  stated  at  cost,  or  in  the  case  of  donated 
investments,  at  market  value  at  the  time  of  bequest  or  receipt. 

F.  Inventories 

Inventory  in  the  General  and  Special  Revenue  funds  consists  of  expend- 
able supplies  held  for  consumption.  The  cost  thereof  has  been  recorded 
as  an  expenditure  at  the  time  individual  inventory  items  were  purchased. 

G.  Accummulated  Unpaid  Vacation  and  Sick  Pay 

Accumulated  unpaid  vacation  and  sick  pay  is  not  accrued  in  the  govern- 
mental funds  using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Employees 
may  accumulate  ninety  days  sick  leave  at  a  rate  of  one  day  per  month. 
Vacation  is  granted  in  varying  amounts  based  on  length  of  service. 
Vacation  pay  accumulation  does  not  exceed  a  normal  year's  allowance. 
Accumulated  sick  leave  is  indeterminable, 

H.  Taxes  Collected  For  Others 

The  property  taxes  collected  by  the  Tov/n  include  taxes  levied  for  the 
Merrimack  Valley  Regional  School  District,  Merrimack  County  and 
the  Penacook-Boscawen  Water  Precinct,  which  are  remitted  to  these 
governmental  units  as  required  by  law.  The  ultimate  responsibility  for 
the  collection  of  taxes  rests  with  the  Town.  The  County,  School  District 
and  Precinct  assessments  and  the  remittances  to  these  governmental 
units  are  accounted  for  in  the  Property  Tax  Agency  Fund. 

I.  Property  Taxes 

Annually,  the  Town  establishes  and  raises  through  taxation  an  amount 
for  abatements  and  refunds  of  property  and  resident  tax  revenues 
known  as  overlay.  All  abatements  and  refunds  are  charged  to  this 
account.  The  amount  raised  in  1982  was  $35,435  and  expenditures 
amounted  to  $7,919. 

As  prescribed  by  law,  the  Tax  Collector  sells  at  tax  sale  all  uncollected 
property  taxes  in  the  following  year  after  taxes  are  due.  The  purchaser 
at  tax  sale  has  a  priority  tax  Hen  on  these  properties  and  accrues  interest 
at  18%  per  aimum.  DeUnquent  taxpayers  must  redeem  property  from 
tax  sale  purchasers. 

Property  is  sold  to  the  party  who  will  accept  a  lien  for  the  least  undi- 
vided interest  in  the  property  for  payment  of  taxes  and  related  costs 
due.  If  property  is  not  redeemed  v^thin  the  two  year  redemption 
period,  the  property  is  tax -deeded  to  the  lien  holder.

NOTE  4  -  PENSION  PLAN 

The  Town  participates  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Retirement 
System.  The  Town's  contribution  for  normal  cost  of  the  plan  is  based 
upon  an  acturial  valuation  of  the  entire  State  plan.  Since  the  actuarial 
valuation  is  performed  on  the  entire  State  plan  the  amount,  if  any,  of 
the  excess  of  vested  benefits  over  pension  fund  assets  is  not  available. 
The  Town  does  not  have  an  accrued  liability  for  past  service  costs.  Pen- 
sion costs  amounted  to  $8,173  in  1982.

NOTE  6  -  FUND  BALANCE  -  DESIGNATED  FOR  DEBT  SERVICE 

The  Town  participates  in  funding  the  construction  costs  of  the  Con- 
cord Interceptor,  which  is  part  of  the  Penacook  Wastewater  Treatment 
facility.  The  City  of  Concord  has  advised  the  Town  that  the  total 
capital  cost  to  the  Town  will  be  $137,660;  this  is  $74,  060  more  than 
the  original  estimate  of  $63,600.  Based  on  these  revised  costs,  the 
Town  has  been  billed  for  the  balance  of  the  principal  amount  owed  in 
two  installments  amounting  to  $43,390  in  1982  and  $43 ,390  in  1983. 
Due  to  budgetary  constraints,  the  Town  has  not  met  its  1982  obliga- 
tion in  the  fuU  amount  of  $43,390  and  is  presently  negotiating  a  mutu- 
ally agreeable  repayment  contract  with  the  City  of  Concord.  Pending 
the  outcome  of  this  negotiation,  the  fund  balance  as  noted  in  Exhibit  A 
has  been  designated  to  reflect  the  principal  and  interest  portion  of  the 
Town's  share  of  the  remaining  Uability  for  1982. 

NOTE  7  -  DUE  TO  OTHER  GOVERNMENTS 

The  Town  collects  and  distributes  to  the  City  of  Concord  monies  col- 
lected as  its  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  Penacook  Wastewater  Treat- 
ment Plant.

At  this  time,  we  in  the  "FIRE  SERVICE"  want  to  thank  you  -  the  residents 
of  Boscawen  —  for  your  support.  During  the  year,  the  Truck  Committee  travelled 
throughout  the  state  looking  at  fire  apparatus  and  worked  very  hard  and  deU- 
gently  preparing  a  set  of  specifications  for  the  new  1000-1000  combination 
pumper-tanker  fire  truck.  The  members  of  the  Truck  Committee  made  several 
trips  throughout  the  summer  and  fall  to  Montpelier,  Vermont  to  the  Middlesex 
Fire  Equipment  Manufacturer  discussing  the  specifications,  fabrication  and 
wants  and  needs  of  the  new  truck.

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BOSCAWEN  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Chiefs  Message 

In  1983  the  Boscawen  PoHce  Department  handled  7,026  calls.  This  figure 
represents  the  largest  number  of  calls  handled  by  the  Police  Department  in  its 
history  of  full  time  operation  which  began  in  1971.  The  department  investigated 
77  motor  vehicle  accidents  in  1983,  again  the  largest  number,  with  the  exception 
of  1972,  when  the  department  covered  78  accidents.  However,  major  crimes 
reported  to  the  department  decreased  and  fortunately  none  of  the  motor  vehicle 
accidents  investigated  in  1983  involved  fatalities. 

In  May,  Officer  Gary  R.  Davis  was  hired  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Eric  Phelps  in  October  1982.  Gary  Davis  comes  to  Boscawen  with 
considerable  police  experience,  having  worked  the  past  eight  years  as  a  full 
time  police  officer,  most  recently  as  a  Sergeant  with  the  Pembroke  Police 
Department. 

George  R.  Cushman  was  hired  as  a  Special  Officer  in  March  of  1983.  George 
is  a  long  time  resident  of  Boscawen  and  works  for  the  Concord  Electric  Co.  He 
is  also  an  Auxiliary  Trooper  for  the  New  Hampshire  State  PoUce. 

In  September  1983,  Pamela  J.  Genest  was  hired  as  police  clerk  to  fill  the 
vacancy  left  by  Carol  York. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  figures  noted  above,  the  PoUce  Department  is 
experiencing  an  increase  in  demand  for  service.  I  anticipate  this  trend  to  con- 
tinue as  it  has  over  the  years.  The  Police  Department  again  requests  and  looks 
forward  to  the  support  of  you,  the  citizens,  so  that  we  may  be  more  effective  in 
the  protection  of  life  and  property.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  prevention  and  control 
program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burned  per  forest  fire.  Less  than  one-half 
acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for  the  prevention 
and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issuing  a  written  permit 
for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each  person  wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire  must 
obtain  this  written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before  kindling  the  fire. 
Any  person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  required,  is  violating 
our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to  a  court  appearance  and  could  be  fined 
up  to  $1 ,000  and  receive  a  jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  pjn.  unless  it  is 
raining.  The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:  the  fire  danger  increases  steadily  between 
9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides  to  a  safe  level  between  2:00  pjn.  and 
5:00  p.m.  This  happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that  are  easily 
ignited  and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also  during  this  part 
of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  available  in  most  communities  so  an 
escaped  fire  could  burn  longer  and  cause  greater  damage  before  being  sup- 
pressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is  greatly  appre- 
ciated. 

As  Smokey  says,  "Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest  Fires!"

The  town  adopted  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  licensing  of  food  service 
estabhshments  effective  on  January  1 ,  1984.  A  copy  of  the  ordinance  is  available 
at  the  Selectmen's  office. 

During  the  year  inspections  were  made  of  leaky  septic  systems,  junk  yards 
and  related  health  hazards,  dumping  violations,  day  care  facilities  and  foster 
homes.  Corrections  were  made  where  deemed  necessary  and  approval  granted 
when  requirements  were  met. 

Health  related  problems  or  questions  may  be  addressed  to  the  Health  Officer, 
Elizabeth  Millard,  or  to  the  Selectmen's  Office  for  referral.

Amendment  to  the  Sanitary  Food  Code 

To:  Health  Officers 

We  would  like  to  ask  for  your  assistance  in  informing  the  pubUc  about  an 
amendment  to  the  Sanitary  Food  Code  which  became  effective  in  July,  1977. 
This  amendment  states  that  when  a  food-service  establishment  is  constructed 
or  extensively  remodeled  that  plans  are  required  to  be  submitted  for  review. 
The  amendment  reads: 

Section  10-101  Approval  of  Plans. 

"When  a  food-service  establishment  is  hereafter  constructed  or  exten- 
sively remodeled,  or  when  an  existing  structure  is  converted  for  use  as  a 
food-service  estabUshment,  properly  prepared  plans  and  specifications  for 
such  construction,  remodeUng,  or  alteration,  showing  layout  arrangement, 
and  construction  of  materials  of  work  areas,  and  the  location,  size  and 
type  of  fixed  equipment  and  facilities  shall  be  submitted  in  duplicate  to 
the  director  and  within  seven  working  days  the  director  shall  notify  the 
applicant  of  approval  or  list  the  non-standard  item  in  his  plan." 

As  of  July  1983,  the  Environmental  Sanitation  Program  has  five  District 
Sanitarians  located  throughout  the  state.  They  have  found  many  food-service 
estabhshments  that  are  new  or  have  been  remodeled  without  plan  review  and 
approval,  and  in  many  instances  the  reason  was  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  the 
requirement. 

Your  help  in  informing  the  public  of  this  requirement,  when  they  meet 
with  you,  would  give  us  the  opportunity  to  not  only  review  future  plans,  but  to 
explain  the  role  of  the  Environmental  Sanitation  Program  concerning  food- 
service  establishments.  Your  help  in  this  matter  would  be  greatly  appreciated.

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OVERSEER'S  REPORT 

January  1  to  December  31,  1983 

In  spite  of  a  relatively  stable  economic  condition  in  our  local  area,  direct 
aid  welfare  costs  rose  in  1 983 .  There  was  an  8%  increase  in  the  number  of  clients 
aided  and  a  9%  increase  in  total  cases  managed.  Once  again  housing  and  utilities 
(heat  and  electricity)  have  caused  the  largest  outlay  of  funds.  The  increase  not- 
withstanding the  request  for  1984  remains  the  same  as  1983.  It  is  believed  that 
state  and  federal  levels  of  commitment  will  remain  constant  in  1984  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  number  of  clients  will  go  down. 

The  authorized  direct  aid  portion  of  the  welfare  budget  represents: 

$198.46  average  per  client  expenditure  without  court-ordered  expenses  (up  $  38.09) 
$208.82  average  per  client  expenditure  with  court-ordered  expenses  (up  $  20.14)

In  1983,  the  summer  program  for  town  youngsters  was  directed  by  Glenda 
MacNeil  with  the  assistance  of  Kathy  Mangan.  When  Glenda  had  to  leave  to 
attend  graduate  school,  Dede  Russell  assisted  Kathy  for  the  final  two  weeks. 
Our  Committee  would  certainly  urge  more  parents  to  allow  their  children  to 
take  advantage  of  this  program  in  1984. 

A  Bolens  riding  lawn  mower  was  purchased  from  Venture  Vehicles  and  used 
for  park  mowdng  which  was  done  mostly  by  the  summer  program  directors.  The 
soccer  field  was  seeded,  lime  and  fertilizer  was  applied  to  the  fields;  and  addi- 
tional progress  was  made  on  the  boat  landing— all  thru  efforts  of  a  number  of 
town  residents.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  holds  its  monthly  meetings  on  the  third  Tues- 
day of  each  month  at  the  lower  end  library. 

We  have  been  quite  active  through  1983.  Norm  Cushman  of  the  County 
Foresters  Office  has  given  us  much  advice  and  assistance  with  our  plans  for  a 
selective  timber  cut  at  the  Town  Forest.  We  have  spent  many  hours  on  this  pro- 
ject, and  had  some  difficulty  with  obtaining  a  Right  of  Way  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  timber.  Due  to  the  location  of  the  property,  it  is  necessary  to  use  an 
existing  logging  road  from  the  Town  Forest,  across  several  pieces  of  private 
proerty,  to  Deer  Meadow  Road  in  Webster.  The  title  to  one  piece  of  land,  in 
Webster  was  very  unclear.  The  Webster  Selectmen  have  now  designated  a  Right 
of  Way,  so  the  timber  cut  should  be  underway  in  the  spring  of  1984. 

We  were  able  to  send  two  children,  one  girl  and  one  boy,  to  Conservation 
Camp  at  Deering,  thanks  to  a  half  scholarship  from  the  Society  for  the  Protec- 
tion of  N.H.  Forests,  and  the  generosity  of  two  town  residents. 

At  the  Selectmen's  request,  we  peramulated  the  Boscawen-Webster  town 
line,  with  the  Webster  Selectmen,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Roger  C. 
Sanborn.  Doug  Supry  is  now  in  the  process  of  updating  the  description  of  the 
town  boundary.  We  have  also  been  asked  to  perambulate  the  Boscawen-SaHsbury 
town  boundary,  and  will  do  so  this  spring. 

We  have  reviewed  several  dredge  and  fill  appUcations.  Several  of  our  members 
attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions. 

We  would  welcome  any  questions  or  suggestions,  and  of  course  our  meetings 
are  open  to  all  Town  residents.

In  addition  to  the  traditional  planning,  zoning  and  ordinance  assistance 
offered,  we  are  continually  working  to  develop  new  ways  to  help  our  member 
communities,  and  to  expand  our  services  into  those  areas  that  have  the  greatest 
need.

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  continued  to  service 
Boscawen  for  this  past  year.  In  the  Home  Care  Program  service  is  provided  under 
a  physician's  plan  of  treatment  to  patients  who  are  essentially  homebound  with 
diagnosed  illness.  This  service  is  rendered  by  health  professionals  (Registered 
Nurses,  Physical  Therapist,  Occupational  Therapist,  Speech  Therapist,  Nutri- 
tionist) and  paraprofessionals,  (Homemaker/Home  Health  Aides,  Home  Assis- 
tants) according  to  the  patient's  and  family's  needs.  Hospice  care  is  provided  to 
patients  in  the  last  six  months  of  terminal  illness.  The  Health  Promotion  Program 
has  services  (child  health,  family  planning,  screening)  that  are  provided  to  low 
income/high  risk  patients  and  families  in  group  settings,  such  as  clinic  and 
screening  sites. 

Health  Education  and  Instruction  is  part  of  each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Boscawen  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility, 
pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  Patients  are  also  referred  by  other  agencies.  All 
requests  are  answered,  but  continuing  home  care  can  be  provided  only  with  a 
physician's  orders. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  (224-4093) 
between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  9  p.m.,  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is  necessary 
to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  Hospice  staff  are  on  call  (224-4093)  9  pjn.  to 
8  a.m. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are  scaled 
for  those  unable  to  pay  the  charge  if  that  person  has  no  other  funding  source 
available.  However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  require  a  financial  state- 
ment be  completed  and  a  fee  appropriate  for  which  the  patient  will  be  respon- 
sible. Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is  collec- 
tible. 

This  Agency  is  accredited  by  National  League  for  Nursing  and  American  Public 
Health  Association  Certified  for  Medicare  and  is  a  member  agency  of  Community 
Health  Care  Association  and  United  Way  of  Greater  Concord.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  7:39  p.m.  by  Robert  Johnson,  Moderator, 
who  gave  a  report  of  the  balloting. 

ARTICLE  1 :  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Official  Weighers:  Mr.  Richard  Hartford  made  a  motion  for  the  clerk  to  cast 
one  ballot  re-electing  the  persent  incumbents.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried. 

Surveyors  of  Mr.  Richard  Hartford  made  a  motion  that  the  clerk  cast  one 

Wood  and  ballot  re-electing  the  present  incumbents.  The  motion  was 

Lumber:  seconded  and  carried. 

Fence  Viewers:  Mr  Richard  Hartford  made  a  motion  that  the  clerk  cast  one 
ballot  re-electing  the  present  incumbents.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

The  Selectmen  made  a  request  to  hold  Article  2  until  Articles  3  &  4  were 
discussed.  This  request  was  made  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  present  Coun- 
sel—Mr. Robert  Upton.  There  was  no  objection  raised. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  renegotiate,  execute  and  deliver 
an  amendment  to  the  Agreement  between  the  Town  and  the  City  of  Concord 
dated  October  17,  1969  providing  for  the  construction,  operation  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  joint  sewage  treatment  and  disposal  system  to  serve  the  Penacook 
area,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  refurbishment  of  the  Boscawen  Station  and  future 
capital  improvements;  to  provide  a  more  equitable  method  for  payment  of 
operation  and  maintenance  costs  for  the  system;  and  to  redefine  the  respective 
obligations  of  the  Town  and  City;  said  amendment  to  be  approved  as  a  form  and 
compUance  with  State  laws  by  Town  Counsel  and  the  Attorney  General.

Mr.  Fred  Supry  made  a  motion  that  Article  three  be  accepted  as  read  and 
was  seconded.  Discussion  was  held.  Richard  Sweatt  asked  the  Selectmen  how 
many  thousands  of  dollars  that  we  paid  in  to  the  City  of  Concord  that  haven't 
been  refunded  by  the  manufacturers?  Robert  Upton,  Town  Counselor,  explained 
that  the  design  of  the  plant  was  set  up  to  accommodate  sewage  in  the  amounts 
that  would  be  produced  during  full  capacity  of  the  manufacturer's  operations. 
There  has  been  a  substantial  decline  in  production  since  that  time  of  original 
negotiations.  The  ratio  is  now  estimated  at  18.36%  or  $14,000.00  for  Penacook 
Fiber;  37.37%  or  $30,000.00  for  the  Tannery;  44.27%  or  $35,500.00  for  the 
Town  of  Boscawen.  Once  the  refurbishment  takes  place  we  will  be  able  to  accu- 
rately determine  what  percents  would  be  shared  by  all.  Mr.  Richard  Hartford 
raised  the  question  of  making  sure  that  the  town  devise  a  way  to  shift  abate- 
ments to  the  users  of  the  sewer  facility  and  not  pass  along  any  cost  to  the  tax- 
payers as  a  whole.  After  much  discussion  the  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  renegotiate  and  execute,  for  and 
in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Town,  agreements  with  local  industries  desiring  to 
use  said  intercepting  sewers  and  facilities  for  the  disposal  of  industrial  waste  and 
waste  waters,  defining  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  Town  will 
accept  such  industrial  waste  and  waste  waters  into  said  sewerage  system,  includ- 
ing, without  limitation,  the  contribution  to  be  made  by  each  such  industry 
toward  the  overall  project  cost  and  the  methods  of  payment  thereof,  and  the 
share  of  each  such  industry  in  the  annual  cost  of  operation  and  maintenance 
of  said  system. 

Mr.  Fred  Supry  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  discussion  followed.  Mr.  Richard  Hartford  reiterated  that  it  should 
be  understood  that  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  sewer  facility  be  paid 
fully  by  the  sewer  users  and  not  fall  back  on  all  town  taxpayers.  Mr.  Robert 
Upton  said  that  this  would  be  the  only  fair  way  of  doing  it.  Mr.  Fred  Supry 
stated  that  only  half  the  town  is  on  the  sewer  system.  After  the  discussion  was 
held  the  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Cari  Russell  made  a  motion  to  increase  the  PoUce  Department  Budget  by 
$16,117.84  and  was  seconded.  This  increase  would  be  for  an  additional  Police 
Officer.  Claire  Clarke  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  PoUce  Commission  stating  that  the 
Commission  felt  that  a  fourth  officer  was  not  needed. 

After  more  discussion  the  amended  motion  was  lost.  Mr.  Richard  Sweatt 
moved  that  we  vote  on  General  Government  and  pull  the  rest  out  for  separate 
vote  and  was  seconded.  The  motion  was  lost.  Mr.  Douglas  Supry  made  a  motion 
that  Article  2  be  accepted  as  read.  After  more  discussion  the  motion  carried  and 
the  budget  accepted  as  posted  in  the  amount  of  $517,238.12.

Mr.  David  Plourde  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  5  as  read.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  ex- 
ceed seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500.00)  for  a  Police  Cruiser  and 
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authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

Mr.  Richard  Hartford  made  a  motion  to  table  Article  6.  Motion  was  lost. 
Richard  Sweatt  made  a  motion  to  amend  this  article  by  stating  that  the  new 
PoUce  Cruiser  be  labeled  or  lettered  Town  of  Boscawen.  The  amendment  was 
seconded  and  carried.  Richard  Hartford  asked  the  moderator  for  a  secret  ballot 
on  this  article.  After  many  sighs  &  discussion  Mr.  Hartford  withdrew  his  request 
for  a  secret  ballot.  Brian  Estee,  Pohce  Chief,  explained  that  both  cruisers  now  in 
use  have  already  had  work  done  on  them  and  the  1980  cruiser  has  had  extensive 
work  done.  He  felt  that  the  vehicle  was  very  inefficient  gas  wise  and  that  a  new 
cruiser  was  really  necessary.  Claire  Clarke  spoke  in  support  of  the  PoHce  Depart- 
ment's request.  Article  6  was  approved  by  the  majority  of  vote. 

ARTICEL  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  ex- 
ceed seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500.00)  for  road  oil  in  order  to 
maintain  Town  roads  that  have  been  previously  rebuilt  and  authorize  the  with- 
drawal of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Shar- 
ing Fund. 

Mr.  Arthur  Frew  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  7  as  read.  The  motion 
was  seconded.  Julie  Edney  asked  what  roads  would  be  included  in  this  oiling. 
Richard  Hollins  advised  that  roads  such  as  Goodhue  Rd.  and  Queen  St.  and 
other  roads  that  have  just  been  rebuilt  or  repaired  would  be  involved  in  this.

Bruce 
Sloan  referred  to  page  15  in  the  Town  Report  noting  work  already  done  on 
the  Town  Hall  included  wiring,  lighting  fixtures,  etc.  Ricky  Trombly  stated  that 
this  work  had  been  done  in  the  kitchen  &  back  section  of  the  Town  Hall  and  the 
work  that  would  be  done  with  the  request  in  Article  8  would  be  in  the  main  sec- 
tion of  the  Town  Hall  thus  completing  the  renovations  as  such.  Mr.  Fred  Supry 
asked  if  any  consideration  had  been  given  to  making  the  entrance  into  the  Town 
Hall  accessible  to  the  handicapped.  David  Plourde  stated  that  in  the  future  pro- 
visions would  need  to  be  made  to  change  the  entrances  into  the  Town  Hall  and 
consideration  for  the  handicapped  would  be  made  at  that  time.

Robert  Carey  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  9  as  read.  It  was  seconded  and 
the  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $75,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  1,000-1,000  combination 
pumper-tanker  fire  truck.  This  truck  will  replace  three  pieces:  a  1952  tanker;  a 
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1969  tanker  and  a  1951  pumper;  these  three  pieces  will  be  sold  by  sealed  bid 
with  the  Selectmen  reserving  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  any  or  all  bids. 

Roland  D.  Bartlett  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  10  as  read  and  was  sec- 
onded. After  a  brief  discussion  Roland  Bartlett  made  a  request  to  amend  Article 
10  to  read  as:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $75,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  a  1,000-1,000  combination  pumper-tanker 
fire  truck.  This  truck  will  replace  three  pieces:  a  1952  tanker;  a  1969  tanker  and 
a  1951  pumper;  the  1969  tanker  and  the  1952  tanker  and  all  parts  of  the  1951 
pumper  except  the  chassis  will  be  sold  by  sealed  bid  with  the  Selectmen  reserv- 
ing the  right  to  accept  or  reject  any  or  all  bids.  The  amendment  was  seconded. 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Sanborn  requested  a  Secret  Ballot.  Mr.  Ray  Fisher  asked  why  a 
secret  ballot  was  necessary  and  would  the  request  be  withdrawn.  Dorothy 
Sanborn  stated  she  would  not  change  her  mind.  Mr.  John  Dominic  spoke  on 
behalf  of  the  townspeople  stating  that  he  had  personally  gone  to  the  firehouse 
and  inspected  the  trucks  and  felt  that  a  new  truck  was  necessary.

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $1 ,539.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  police  radio. 

Donald  Graham  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  12  as  read  and  was  seconded. 
Walter  Howard  asked  why  a  new  radio  was  needed.  Brian  Estee,  Chief,  explained 
that  the  radio  that  the  department  was  presently  using  was  in  need  of  repair  and 
had  been  to  Wright  Communications  for  repairs  in  the  past.  He  stated  that  the 
range  for  transmitting  was  not  sufficient  and  that  the  new  radio  would  be  help- 
ful. After  this  discussion  the  Article  was  accepted  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $4,500.00  to  help  support  the  Penacook  Rescue  Squad  for  its 
emergency  medical  services  and  rescue  operations  for  the  Town. 

Robert  Carey  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  13  as  read.  Motion  was  sec- 
onded. Nora  Coulson  asked  that  someone  from  out-of-town  speak  on  behalf  of 
the  Rescue  Squad.  Stephen  Stephanides  spoke  of  the  good  things  the  Penacook 
Rescue  Squad  had  done  in  Boscawen  and  that  they  were  a  Volunteer  Service, 
not  out  to  make  a  profit  but  to  best  serve  the  towns  in  the  rescue  services.  The 
volunteers  were  applauded  from  the  townspeople  for  the  terrific  job  they  have 
been  doing.  Article  13  was  accepted  and  motion  carried  as  read. 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $2,500.00  for  emergency  ambulance  service  from  N.R.H.  Tri-State 
Medical  Service  Corp. 

Mr.  Donald  Graham  made  a  motion  to  table  Article  14  and  was  seconded. 
Motion  carried  to  table  Article  14. 
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ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  nine  hundred  dollars  ($900.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  snow- 
plow  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from 
the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

Mr.  David  Plourde  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  15  as  read  and  was  sec- 
onded. A  brief  discussion  was  held  and  the  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $1 ,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  compressor  for  the  Highway 
Department. 

Mr.  David  Plourde  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  16  as  read  and  was  sec- 
onded Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  give  the  Selectmen  authority  to  sell 
the  Town-owned  property  on  Water  Street  (formerly  Ham  property)  at  public 
auction  with  the  Selectmen  reserving  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  any  or  all  bids. 
The  Conservation  Commission  has  voted  not  to  keep  this  property. 

Mr.  Richard  Hartford  made  a  motion  to  table  Article  17.  Motion  was  lost. 
David  Plourde  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  17  as  read  and  was  seconded.  Mr. 
Richard  Hartford  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  17  by  inserting  after  any  or 
all  bids,  prior  to  advertising  the  property  for  sale  an  appraisal  on  the  property 
should  be  made  by  a  Certified  Real  Estate  Appraiser.  Amendment  was  seconded 
and  Article  17  was  accepted  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  create  the  position  of  Deputy  Tax 
Collector. 

Mr.  Fred  Supry  asked  if  this  was  a  salaried  position.  The  Selectmen  advised 
no  it  is  not.  Mr.  Supry  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  18  as  read.  The  question 
was  asked  as  to  who  would  pay  this  position.  Mr.  David  Plourde  advised  that  the 
payment  for  the  Deputy  Tax  Collector  would  have  to  be  paid  by  the  Tax  Collec- 
tor out  of  that  position's  salary.

Ronald  Reed  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  21  as  read  and  was  seconded. 
The  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
make  application  for  and  to  accept  and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town  any 
and  all  advances,  grants,  or  other  funds  for  Town  purposes  which  may  now  or 
hereinafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  U.S.A.  or  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or 
any  Federal  or  State  Agency. 

Mr.  William  Harmon  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  22  as  read  and  was  sec- 
onded. The  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town  private  gifts  and  contributions  for 
Town  purposes. 

Mr.  David  Plourde  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  23  as  read  and  was  sec- 
onded. The  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  purpose  of  cemetery  improvement  to  be  entitled,  "Cemetery 
Improvement  Capital  Reserve"  and  further— Vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  the  newly  established  Cemetery 
Improvement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  funded  from  taxation,  or  take  any 
other  action  thereto.  (By  Petition) 

Mrs.  Rhoda  Hardy  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  24  as  read  and  was  sec- 
onded. Doris  Silver  explained  that  money  that  had  been  in  a  trust  fund  had  been 
turned  over  to  the  General  Fund.  A  Cemetery  plot  cost  $25.00  for  the  lot  and 
$75.00  for  perpetual  care  therefore  costing  $100.00  total.  The  $25.00  would  go 
to  the  town  and  the  $75.00  would  go  to  the  maintenance  of  the  grounds  and 
improvements  as  required.  Mr.  David  Plourde  explained  that  $25.00  would  go 
into  the  General  Fund  and  $75.00  would  be  put  into  perpetual  care  and  would 
be  invested.  The  interest  earned  on  these  investments  go  into  the  General  Fund. 
After  this  discussion  the  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $3,500.00  to  purchase  a  riding  tractor  with  a  48  inch  wide  mower 
for  use  at  the  Town  Park  and  other  Town  property  as  needed.  (By  Petition) 

Mr.  Tom  Danko  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  25  as  read  and  was  sec- 
onded. Tom  Danko  explained  that  we  have  several  acres  of  land  that  needs 
mowing  and  care  now  and  that  the  machine  that  the  town  Highway  Department 
purchased  last  year  was  intended  for  use  at  the  cemeteries  and  is  a  smaller 
machine  than  what  is  really  needed  for  the  parks  maintenance.  Mr.  Fred  Supry 
stated  that  he  had  mowed  the  parks,  using  his  own  machine,  costing  the  town 
$650.00  per  year.  Ronald  Reed  asked  about  insuring  the  person  doing  the 
mowing.  The  town  would  be  liable  for  the  insurance  of  the  person  operating  the 
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mower.  Mrs.  Glenda  Hill  commended  Mr.  Supry  on  the  wonderful  job  he  has 
done  on  the  parks  grounds  but  now  that  we  have  a  soccer  field  and  the  grass 
seems  to  grow  so  fast  that  it  was  felt  that  a  new,  larger  machine  was  really 
needed.  After  much  discussion  the  motion  carried  as  read. 

ARTICLE  26:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  the  Selectmen  to 
maintain  one  checklist  of  all  voters  in  the  town,  rather  than  the  present  system 
of  two  checkhsts.  When  there  were  two  separate  polling  places,  two  checklists 
were  needed.  Now  that  there  is  but  one  polling  place,  separate  checklists  are  not 
necessary.  (By  Petition) 

Robert  L.  Johnson,  Moderator,  advised  that  before  Article  26  can  be  accepted 
to  be  voted  upon  provision  must  be  made  to  recind  town  vote  in  years  past  that 
two  polling  places  be  used  in  all  National  Elections.  Also  the  Selectmen  do  not 
maintain  the  checkUst.  The  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  maintains  it.  Mr.  Ray 
Basse tt  made  a  motion  to  table  Article  26  and  was  seconded.  The  motion  carried 
and  Article  26  was  tabled. 

ARTICLE  27:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  the  Selectmen  to 
keep  the  polls  open  for  voting  in  all  elections  from  8:00  axn.  to  8:00  p.m.  or 
longer.  The  present  hours  of  voting  do  not  permit  working  voters,  particularly 
those  working  outside  of  town,  enough  time  to  vote  before  or  after  work. 
(By  Petition) 

Before  the  Moderator  accepted  any  motions  on  this  article  he  stated  that  he 
had  been  at  the  poUs  all  day  and  that  607  voters  made  it  in  and  all  under  the 
wire.  From  5:50  until  6:00  p. m.  no  one  voted.  After  much  discussion  Mr.  Walter 
Howard  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  27  by  changing  8:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m. 
to  read  from  10:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  and  was  seconded.  Motion  as  amended 
carried. 

ARTICLE  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of 
immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid  rain 
which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and  economy  of  Boscawen  and  to  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Boscawen.  (By  Petition) 

Mr.  Ricky  Trombly  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  28  as  read  and  was  sec- 
onded. Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  29:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting. 

Mr.  David  Plourde  extended  a  thank  you  to  Hardy  Graphics  for  getting  the 
Town  Reports  out  without  delay  and  also  to  Adele  Sanborn  for  the  very  appro- 
priate cover  design  and  also  thanked  our  Moderator,  Mr.  Robert  Johnson,  for  the 
fine  job  he  does  for  us  each  year. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  meeting,  the  meeting  was 
adjourned  at  10:34  pjn.
